Man with a Murderous Mania Sont to 


mi Asylum. 


Macon, Go.., April 23.— P. A. Sum- 


mey, an ex-confederate 
soldier, -was 


sent to the state asylum at Milledge- 
ville Monday. In the course of an in- 
vestigation into his condition it was 
ascertained that bis mind had been 
wrong for two years, and that his 
mania had been to kill somebody of 
prominence. 
When lie saw the an- 


nouncement that Admiral Dewey was 
coming to Macon on March 22 it oc- 
curred to him that this would afford 
him the opportunity of his life, and 
he made his plans to assassinate the 
admiral in this city.

Supreme Court. Holds That Kvyio 
frit- 


oners Must Have Ke^ro Juror*. 


Washington, April 23.—The supremo 


court, in a decision written by Justice 
Gray, holds that a ne^ro accused o£ a 
capital offense is entitled to and has 
the right to demand- that one of his 
own race be represented on the jury 
that tries 
him. The csfee that

duced this novel decision came up on 
an appeal from Texas. 
Seth Carter, a 


negro, had been indicted and tried in 
Galveston for tbe murder of one of 
his own race. His lawyers sought to 
have the case dismissed on the ground 
that the trial 
and verdict of guilty 


were irregular 
and void 
because, no 


negro had been placed on the jury, al- 
though one-fourth of the population of 
Galveston was black.

court now holds that the point was 
well taken, and so Carter may have a 
new trial in the Texas courts.

many loug stems reaching from one to 
nine feet. 
Upon these stems grow a 


small leaf and seed pod. 
It drops 


seeds iu great abundance, covering 
tliem with dry leaves, by which they 
are protected from heat and wlrds. It 
is perennial. 


The plant was found in Australia 


and brought to California, where it has 
been grown experimentally and prac- 
tically. .
